ing them to desist. 
Randall's soldiers 
are 
suffering. 
During last night's rain the men were 
quartered at the fair grounds stables. 
They could not sleep there long, for 
w ithin a few m inutes after the rain­ 
storm broke loose there were two 
inches of w ater in the sheds. 
At mid­ 
night the entire regim ent made a run 
for the grand stand, and the men 
stood up on the benches for nearly six 
hours w ithout a wink of sleep. »lt was 
a severe test of endurance, for every 
man had tram ped 
fourteen 
miles 
through rain and mud the day before. 
Sixteen men were taken sick w ith 
chills and fever. 
Rainy weather, 
muddy roads, long marches on empty 
stomachs have caused considerable 
dissension in the ranks of the regi­ 
ment. 
The men fared fairly well yes­ 
terday, but had to eat their supper 
w ithout bread. There was not a piece 
of bread in the commissary. 
The citi­ 
zens of Valparaiso would have probably 
supplied some food had not the city 
authorities shut out all visitors.

B ryn M awr he m arried. 
His family 
u p to the tim e he was incarcerated in 
ja il included four children all girls, 
tw o of whom have died since he has 
been in jail. 
His next business step 
w as to sta rt the Superior N ational 
bank a t West Superior, Wis., of which 
institution he became president. 
He 
represented his resources as unlim ited 
an d banking knowledge 
profound. 
T n is was in 1891. 
Superior was then 
in her boom days, and Mr. Cadwalla­ 
der did not search long until he found 
a sufficient num ber of local capitalists 
to become subscribers to the bank 
stock and assist the “ self represented 
N r poleon of finance” in m aterializing 
b is plans. 
T he Superior National Bank came 
in to existence March 22, 1892. 
The 
capital stock was subscribed by James 
H. Agen, J. F. M erriam, A. A. Cad­ 
w allader, John J. Hollowell and Thom­ 
as G. Alvord. 
Hollowell came from 
Philadelphia and became cashier 
of 
th e bank. 
The others are local men. 
T he bank had hardly been started 
w hen frequent and mysterious meet­ 
ings of the directors told th a t some­ 
thing was 
wrong. 
The trouble 
culm inated April 23 when Thom as G. 
Alvord was elected to succeed Mr. 
Cadwallader as the bank’s president. 
T he subsequent history of Cadwalla­ 
der, bis arrest and later his trip to 
Booth America to escape trial'are well 
know n. 
Mr. Cadwallader made a 
num ber of poor investm ents in West 
Superior which plainly showed th a t 
h e placed too much confidence in the 
idle talk of real estate men. 
Many 
people in West Superior think he was 
m ore 1 ‘sinned against than sinning,’ 
an d th a t if left alone he m ight probe 
bly have pulled through all right, 
w hile others are convinced th a t he 
deliberately planned to wreck the 
b an k and was guilty of actual embez­ 
zlem ent.
